THE SUPERIORITY OF THE CHICAGO 
MARKET 


The news eame from the Stock-Yards that 
a large number of hogs had arrived from 
Ohio, Indiana, and Michigan. They have 
been coming here in considerable numbers 
fora few weeks past, and the supply is in- 
creasing. They are attracted hither by the 
fact that better prices can be obtained in 
Chicago than in the cities. further east, the 
cost of transportation being taken into ac- 
count in both cases. No one supposes that 
the owners would be foolish enough to send 
therm here just for the fun of the thing: and 
the day has long since passed when the ship- 
ment of live-stock,to this city was an experi- 
ment. People now know beforehand ‘just 
what they are going to do, except the gener- 
ally slight daily fluctuations of the market; 
aud they send the hogs here because they 
will realize at least as much money in Chi- 
cago as elsewhere. 

Au through the months between Septem- 
ber, 1879, and June, 1980, the farmers of the

was sent to Chicago by vessel and rail, to fill 
sales made in this city. Still later, we have 
not only received wheat as usual from be- 
yond Sl. Louis, bat had it sent to us after it 
had been ‘consigned to merchants there. 
The reason in both these cases was the very 
same that has brought to us hogs from under 
the shadow of the packing-houses of Detroit, 
Cleveland, and Cincinnati. There was money 
in the operation. The wheat was sent this 
way beeause people in Chicago were 


elsewhere, A somewhat similar set of con- 
ditions has attracted hitherward the immense 
quantity of nearly sixty-five million busbels 
of corn during the first. eight months of the 
present calendar year. 

It has been charged that the state of things 
which induces, or has induced, these facts is 
a commercially unhealthy one. It has been 
alleged that there was a wheat corner in 

Chicago, and is now a corner in pork and 
meats. Both of these allegations are denied 
by men who ought to know. But, suppos- 
ing them to be true, the accompany- 
ing facts are far from being as 
represented. One does not need 
to stretch the memory far to recollect the 
persistent how! kept up for months by cer- 
tain newspapers on the seaboard to the effect 
that Keene and others bad blocked the wheat 
trade of the world and induced or obliged 
the farmers of the Northwest to hold back 
the ir grain to de sold at rulmously low 
prices. But the event proves that the farm- 
ers actually sold out their wheat more elose- 
ly than at any other time for a dozen years 
previous, and that it was about all sent for- 
ward to be consumed. The farmers’ bigs 
were swept so clean that there has been 
practically no old wheat in the country fora 
month past, ahd millers have been obliged to 
be idle unless as they could buy back some 
of the wheat that had been sent to Chicago. 
And we have now only about three-quarters 
of a million bushels of the speculative grade 
of spring Wheat distributed through the nearly 
twenty mammoth storehouses erected for the 
purpose of receiving and storing grain. The 
biggest wheat crop ever known, which was 
going to swamp everybody in the trade, ac- 
cording to the New York wiseacres, has 
absolutely disappeared, in spite of the croak- 
ings that it was held at prices which consum- 
ers would. not pay, and could not afford to 
pay. It Ras been taken and paid for. Simi- 
larly, our immense stocks of provisions have 
melted down to a low point, and those at all 
other points except New York completely 
exhausted, though fully 50 per cent more 
hogs have been killed here since last winter 
than in any previous summer in the history 
of the trade. We may add that the whole of the 
immense volume of corn received has been 
disposed of, either by shipment or city con- 
sumption; the stock in store now, three and 
a half millions, is about equal to 4 on 
hand at the close of last year. 

The facts here noted n to 
the conclusion that Chicago is the great con- 
servator of the interests of the Great North- 
west. It is the vast capital centered bere, 
and the vast army of men anxious to acquire 
or increase capital by trading in produce, 
that keeps up and puts up prices to 
a point where the producer can afford to 
pay for the other things besides farm 
produce that are necessary to a comfortable 
existence. The consumer at the East and in 
Europe is naturally anxious to buy his grain 
and pork as cheaply as possible, and the men 
on the seaboard who buy for them are eter- 
nally doing their best to bear down prices 
to the lowest possible point. The producer 
in the country, or his consignees at the smaller 
points around Chicago, are ‘utterly unable to 
cope with the combined hifluente of the bear 
element to the far Eastward. It is Chicago, 
and Chicago almost alone, that forces the mer- 
chants of New York and Liverpool to pay de- 
cent prices. It is Chicago quotations that are 
so continuously referred to as being to the 
** disfayor of shipments.” It is the prices in 
this city which are eternally called “too 
high,’’—so high that people cannot pay them. 
But they do pay them all the same. It is not 
too much to claim that, one year with 
another, the farmer of the Northwest re- 
ceives five cents bushel more for his 
grain and half a cent pound more for his 
hogs than he could obtain were Chicago as a 
market wiped out of existence and present 
trarisportauon facilities to continue. Here 

is a point which not a few of our readers 
will do well to ponder over; it will pay to 
digest it at leisure. 


GARFIELD AND HENDRE CKS. 

Mr. Hendricks has sought to attract some 
attention to himself by attacking Gen. Gar- 
field on account of the latter’s presence at 
New Orleans pending the controversy over 
the count of the Louisiana vote in 1876. In 
the first speech delivered in Indiana during 
the present campaign, Mr. Hendricks made 
the following statement: “Garfield had 
charge of tue tetutus in West Feliciana 
Parish. . . As agent for his party he 
helped to make returns by manipulating 
evidence.“ The Indianapolis Journal at the 
time denounced this statement as false, 
while admitting that it would make Gen.

THE EXPLOSION. 
DEPTH OF THE COLLIERY. 
Lonpon, Sept. 4 a. m.—The accounts of 


pit vary. The pit consists of five seams, one 


below the surface. The total depth of the 
colliery is about 600 yards. Nineteen men 
in the top scam merely felt the rush of air, 
but on proceeding to the shaft found it 
blocked by débris, The air coming up in the 
shaft was exceedingly foul. Communication 
with the top seam was opened at 1 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, but because of the 
damage to the shaft the men could. only be 
hoisted out sipgly by chains and ropes. 
Nearly all of them, therefore, 
ELECTED TO REMAIN IN THE PTT, 
80 as not to delay the explorers in clearing 
the way to the lower seams, whence knock- 
ings and shouting were audible. About 7 
o’clock in the evening the upcast shaft was 
sufficiently cleared to allow explorers to use 
it, also enabling the bringing up of victims to 
proceed more rapidly. Several men near the 
furnace at the bottom of the upeast shaft 
were found to be shockingly burned. 
ORIGIN OF THE CATASTROPHE. 

B a. m.—It is thought the explosion orfgi- 
nated in the lower seam, and that gas was 
driven over the furnace. The explorers for a 
time had to suspend the work of bringing up 
the survivors in consequence of the stables 
being on fire.
